OTTAWA, Oct. 25.—Con- 
tinued rapid mechanization of 
western agriculture was eat- 
ing small holes in prairie farm 
employment, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics today re- 
ported. 

The bureau keeps no separate 
records for Alberta, but in the sur- 
vey lumps the province with Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba under the 
general heading of “Prairies,” 

As of mid-August, farm employ- 
ment for all Canada was down 50,- 
000 from last year and 70,000 for the 
same month of 1946, 

The drop for the prairies between 


1947 and 1948 was about 12,000,| 


from around 516,000 to 504,000. 
PRODUCTION WELL UP

since the loss in farm employment 
was due to greater mechanization.

LOTS OF ACTION IN GENEVA 


Rodeo of ‘Savage West’ 
Lives Up to Its Name 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Oct. 
25--(AP)-—A rodeo company 
“from the savage west” put on a 
combination rodeo and riot last 
night at the Palais des Exposi- 
tions, The event left policemen 
and performers bruised and ruf- 
fled and 27 of the cast of 40 
under arrest, 

After investigation, the whole 
troupe of 40 was ordered expell- 
ed from Switzerland, Police re- 
quired each member of the show 
to sign a statement saying he had 
“gravely abused the hospitality 
granted him by our country by 
taking part in the riot which oc- 
curred at Geneva, Oct, 24, 1948,”

MONTREAL, Oct. 25.—(CP)—Montreal police 
said today that no announcement about the $2,500 
reward for the capture of Donald and Douglas Per- 
reault will be made until at least a month after the 
murder charges against them are disposed of.

Reward includes $2,000 offered by the Montreal

There is little profit in basing condem- 
nation of the CBC on the types of pro- 
grams it carries.

Some 
are among the worst. But as a general rule 
the production end of the CBC functions 
capably, intelligently and with good taste. 

Thus, criticism of the CBC does not 
centre and should not centre upon the 
officials of that organization who are 
mostly doing an excellent job. 

But criticism should and must centre 
upon the constitution of the CBC which 
controverts, not only every principle of

No Compulsion in the Empire 


The announcement of Prime Minister 
Costello of Eire that his country will likely 
become a wholly independent republic in 
1949 indicates how erroneous is the view 
of anti-British critics that the British Em- 
pire is held together by any form of com- 


pulsion. 


For while the units of the Empire, (or 
Commonwealth, to use the more pallid and 
less meaningful term), may deplore the 
contemplated action of Hire, none has 
made a nfove to dissuade the South Ire- 
land government or has attempted to even 
secure a postponement of the separation, 

On the contrary, the conference be- 
tween Hire ministers and Commonwealth 
leaders in Britain a few days ago was 
turned towards expediting the separation. 
The Commonwealth proposes to make it as 
easy as possible for Eire to go her own 


way. 


A similar attitude prevailed. in the 
case of India, the only difference being 
that the establishment of the Indian domin- 
jons was deliberately delayed because it 
was felt that the premature withdrawal 
of the British would lead to disorder, a 
feeling that was later justified in fact.

Here, too, unless the political picture

Prosperity of Nations 
on the Land 


Depends 


Winston Churchill is fond of 
introducing a quotation into his 
conversations: “The earth is a 
generous mother. She will pro- 
vide abundantly for all her chil- 
dren, if they but cultivate her 
soil in justice 
and in peace.” 

This really was 
the theme of the 
New York Her. 
ald Tribune's 
annual forum 
this year, which 
was devoted to 
conservation. All 
the distinguished 
speakers warned 
the American 
people—and the 
world's population—of the fate in 
store for them unless they stop 
doing injustice to their foster 
mother, the earth, The concept 
of “justice” cannot be confined 
merely to relations between con- 
temporary men, It involves man's 
relations witn nature, with those 
beneficent forces he can co-op- 
erate or not, thus doing justice or 
injustice to himself, his genera- 
tion and his progeny. 

Rich nations squander, leaving 
their descendants poverty. This 
is true of the United States, Al- 
though we are the “richest nation 
in the world” in terms of pro- 
duction and average income, we 
are not nearly as rich a nation 
as we were 150 years ago in our 
basie capital, the land 

One speaker remarked with 
considerable asperity that, where- 
as all the presidential candidates 
were guaranteeing the farmer's 
cash income, none was guaran- 
teeing sustained production from 
the farmer's land 


Few Good 
Farmers 


Although speakers from the

field who operates the 1,000-acre 
Malabar Farm, famous for its con- 
servation practices, said—I think 
correctly—that less than 10 per 
cent of the farmers of this coun- 
try were “good farmers,” from 
the viewpoint of conservation, 

The question is whether it is 
possible to provide sound agricul- 
ture without greater compulsions 
regarding land use, After 10 
years of farming myself, and the 
observation of farm practices 
around me, I seriously doubt it. 

Only a small proportion of 
America’s farmers are signed up 
with the soil conservation service, 
and those who are do not always 
follow the advice they solicit and 
receive, There are many reasons 
for this besides ingrained habit. 
Sound conservation practices 
often increase land jabor—of 
which there is a permanent short- 
age—as the population continues, 
in accelerated tempo, the shift 
from the land to the cities, 

The farmer no longer counts on 
his children carrying on the farm, 
and therefore has a decreased in- 
centive for maintaining its future 
productivity. And there is our 
notion that privately owned land 
is strictly private property, Thus 
within the last three years, two 
farms, each within a five-mile 
area of my own, have been totally 
denuded of woods. Everything has 
been slashed indiscriminately, in- 
cluding the wayside trees, and 
this in an area where prevention 
of erosion and amelioration of 
climate come from the wooded 
hilltops. And few farmers do any- 
thing like careful selective cut- 
ting of the trees in their wood 
lots, 

In no European country can 
people do anything they please 
with land. No one can cut a tree 
in most European countries with- 


out permission, nor trim his 
forest wiihout supervision, nor 
timber without posting a bond

Before the current United Na- 
tions session ends in Paris there 
is an outside chance that the 
back door will be pushed open 
for Spain, 

Three times since mid-1945 the 
Franco government has been de- 
clared unacceptable as a UN 
member, Then, to back the allied 
world’s disapproval, the United 
States government got out a 
pamphlet in March 1946, publish- 
ing part of Franco's wartime cor- 
respondence -with Hitler and 
Mussolini, 

It included several expressions 
of Franco's willingness to join 
the Axis providing he got the 
guns and grain, 

Within the last few weeks, how- 
ever, a number of prominent 
Americans have come away from 
visits to Madrid with kind words 
for Franco, 

What has started the trend to 
forgive and forget? 

A United States department of- 
ficial says “times have changed.” 
He acknowledges that Spain now 
ig eyed from the military stand- 
point. He says military men must 
think of Spain in the allied camp 
should the Russian-Western cold 
War change to a hot one 

The current move in Paris ts 
led by Latin Americans, with Ar- 
gentina as the prime mover, They 
would like to see Spain admit- 


ted at least to the UN sidelines 


to such affiliated agencies as the 
International Telecommunica- 
tions Union and the Civil Avia- 
tion organization, And they would 
like to see UN member countries 
put top-ranking diplomats back 
into Madrid, 

When the Allies met in 1945 in 
San Francisco to set up the Un- 
ited Nations they voted a special 
resolution on Spain, It said mem- 
bership “cannot apply to states 
whose regimes have been instal- 
led with the help of armed forces 
of countries which have fought 
against the United Nations, so 
long as these regimes are in 
power.” 

About the same time, at Pots- 
dam, the Big Three-—Britain, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union--were more specific, They 
sald they would not favor UN 
membership for the Franco gov- 
ernment, “which, having been 
founded with the support of the 
Axis powers, does not .. . pos- 
sess the qualifications necessary 
to justify such membership.” 

Since then the Russians and 
their satellite states have taken 
the lead in the United Nations in 
anti-Franco moves. 

There is no talk, however, of 
granting Spain a full UN mem- 
bership. That would have to go 
through the Security Council, 


where Russia has a veto, And the 
Kussians have supported more 
bitter anti-Spanish moves than 
any olher country,

linquency has prompted a Winnipeg judge to suggest an 
Ottawa-directed youth program as a corrective measure, 


Judge Emerson F. Heaney, of 
Winnipeg's juvenile and family 
court, says he would like to see 
such a program directed by a fed- 
eral minister or deputy minister, 

“They have all sorts of ministers 
—ministers for fishing and forestry. 
Is a fish more important than the 
welfare of a boy? Is a tree more 
important than a girl?” 
PLANNING SUGGESTED 

A federal minister, by planning 
five, 10 or 15 years ahead, could 
give leadership to the entire prob- 
lem of youth, he said. 

Judge Heaney and social workers 
are concerned about the upsurge of 
juvenile delinquency in Greater 
qrnioes, Post-war crime among 
Winnipeg's youth has developed 
from petty thievery and wilful dam- 
age to capital offences such as 
murder. and rape. 

A study of yearly delinquency 
figures gives rise to serious thought 
on the issue, In 1945 there were 
2,127 offences committed in Winni- 
peg, of which 422 were crimes, Last 
year the respective totals were 
2,491 and 591, Juvenile court offici- 
als expect the 1948 figures will be 
much higher.

French circles said the Common- 
wealth dominions had given the 
scheme their blessing at the recent 
London meetings, 

The foreign ministers also will 
take up a report from their defence 
ministers who last month agreed to 
weld their military high commands 
into an integrated general staff 
under Field Marshal Viscount 
Montgomery.
